DETAILED ACTION 
Amendments 

1 . The amendments of June 4, 2008 have been entered. Claim 2 has been 
amended. Claims 1, 3-15 and 17-53 have been canceled. Claim 54 has been newly 
added. Claims 2, 16 and 54 are under consideration. 

Withdrawal of Rejections 

2. The rejection of claims 2 and 1 6 under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, have 
been withdrawn in view of applicants' amendments. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2, 1 6 and 54 are free of the prior art. There is no prior art that teach or 
suggest an Isolated or purified protein of a Leishmania parasite, wherein the protein 
comprises SEQ ID N0:2; a composition comprising the protein and a pharmaceutically 
acceptable carrier; and the protein recombinantly expressed in a host cell. 
The closet prior art is Achour et al., (2002. Infect. & Immun. Vol. 70(7): 3576-3585), 
which teach the identification of a disulfide isomerase protein of Leishmania major as a 
putative virulence factor. However Achour et al., do not recite isolated or purified protein 
o1 a Leishmania parasite, wherein the protein comprises SEQ ID N0:2; a composition 
comprising the protein and a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier; or the protein being 
recombinantly expressed in a host cell.
